Our War Enlnblinhmcnt. 


WE give the New York Tribune's off-hand 


synopsis of the Secretary of War's Report, in- 
stead of the Report itself. 


Our army's supposititious strength is 13,821 ; 


real force, 10,417 ; 8,378 are detailed for fron- 
tier duty. Indian depredations, accordingly, 
of no great account, and out of California mid 
Oregon, of a local character. Some' collisions 
have taken place, but old fashioned difficulties 
declining. Increase of military force on the 
Rio Grande, deemed necessary 'for the sake of 
peace. If the army were threefold stronger 
the Indians would not keep quiet or give over 
depredations; so the Secretary intends to 
lump the troops on the more important points. 


The Secretary goes, of course, for arma- 


ments in Texas and the Pacific.

form any such thing the Secretary denies. 4, 
600 men aro asked for the service of this year 
—and we are happy to learn to get them to- 
gether will bi; a tough job owing to the re- 
wards of labor. No better test of increasing 
common sense need be asked than when we 
find men too decent to turn common soldiers. 
In all the countries of Europe where soldiers 
abound wages are low. The denci.inc.ies of 
the original numbers in the army with deser- 
tions and discharges have varied from 23 to 23 
per cent. The Secretary traces the desertions 
and BO forth to the rewards of labor proving 
more attractive, and no incentives are held out 
to this soldier for long service either in in- 
creased pay, rank or privilege. The fact then 
is, Mr. Secretary, that our army is the most 
aristocratic in tho world—here the common 
soldier stands no chance except odd sixpences 
for blacking some great general's boots, while 
in France one-half of the officers are chosen 
from tho ranks. Nice Democracy this. Ditto 
on the quarter-deck. Shout, Tammany Hall— 
wave that American flag over the free and the 
brave, especially the brave ! 


Thin alderinanic treatment of the troops re- 


sults in tho following peripatetic arithmetic: 
Of the 10,000 men who do up the American 
Eagle in our land forces, 1,290 walk off every 
year, their haples enlistment being ended : 726 
are sent off as wanting in bodily endurance, and 
1,460 take French leave without tap of drain 
or the courtesies of the season. To this must 
be added 330, who go where neither sword, 
bayonet, tomahawk, powder, neglect, sorrow 
or disappointment can harm them—for they 
die. So the vacancies are to the tune of 3,811 
a year, and of these only 219 are made square 
again by reenlistment. That is to eay, over a 
third of the army is remolded every year. This 
the Secretary does not like—accordingly he 
recommends increased (blank) pay, with an 
extra increttsement every five years; aud pro- 
motion to the lowest grade of commissioned 
officers of the cleverest and best behaved non- 
commissioned officers. 
Eppure si muove—the 


world does move. Our Democratic Secretary 
does recommend that a^picked, scraped, licked, 
dried and stinking bone of preferment be 
thrown to the lower orders of knnpsacked de- 
mocracy. Again we say to Tammany Hall, 
wave that flag, etc. 


One thing appears certain from the Secre- 


tary's Report—that the bis; wars which make 
ambition virtue are at a discount, and that, if 
fillibufitering docs not involve us in conflicts, 
the army will be less before it is greater, and 
the money thus saved will accelerate the pro- 
gress of our civilization, and augment the com- 
forts of a happy and reupccted people.

At tho commencement we were en- 
couraged to believe that the Free Banks of Il- 
linois and Wisconsin, particularly those in Chi- 
cago, would assist us in our endeavors to crush 
this 'scalawag' before it got a foothold, and that 
they would discountenance it by refusing to re- 
ceive it at tlieir counters. Had they done so 
then- would now be no Atlanta Bank bills in 
circulation out of the State of Georgia ; but 
what have they done'! 
Why, like cravens, as 


they are, they have hung their heads and circu- 
lated Atlanta money I 
There is not a Bank in 


Chicago or Milwaukee, but takes this money, 
and*there is not n Bank in either place that 
dare do otherwise than take it. Even the most 
' eminent couuBfdler at luw in the Northwest,' 
encourages as a Bank President, an institution, 
that, as a Lawyer, he pronounces illegal. Such 
another set of pusillanimous net of Bankers we 
verily believe does not exist in any other part 
of the known world, and being tired of training 
any longer in their company we have left it.— 
There are easts on record where men, after 
having their noses completely ground oft', have 
turned upon their masters and have become 
free : it is barely possible that in the ' course 
of human events' the Free Banks of Chicago 
may assert their independence and maintain it. 
When they do, we shall be very glad to receive 
their assistance in our efforts to root out shin- 
plasters—until then we shall pursue any course 
that may seem best to us and the public, asking 
no advice, making no apologies, seeking no fa- 
vors.
